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Seven Persons Are Killed 
When Two Cars Of Workers

YORK, Pa. (ZP) — Seven persons were killed today 
when two cars crashed headon on the Lincoln Highway 
about four miles west of here in York County. Two 
others were seriously injured. 
Police said the crash occurred as the two cars were 
en route to and from places of work in York County. 
Three men and three women died instantly in the 
crash along U. S. 30. Another woman died about two 
hours later in W est Side Hospital of York. 
Hospital attendants said one of the other two injured 
was in critical condition. All suffered internal injuries. 
Worst Crash In County 
York County state police said this probably was the 
highest death toll in that county in a single accident. 
State records show that eight were known to have died 
in one accident last year in Lawrence County.

Richard E. “ Rickie” Weikert, IS, mon of Mr. and 
Mrs. Donald W. Weikert, Geltytdnirs: R. I, died at the 
Warner Hospital Monday ni|?ht at 11:20 o’clock, three 
hours and thirty minute* after he had been struck by 
a pitched hall during a Hi# Little League baseball game 
at the Recreation Dark. 
Dr. ( ’. ti. Crist, Adams County coroner, said the youth 
died as a result of a fractured skull on the left side of 
the templar region. The cause of death was disclosed 
during an autopsy performed at the direction of the 
coroner by Dr. C. IL Johnson at the Render Funeral 
Home this morning. X rays had failed to disclose the 
fracture. 
Was High School Sophomore 
The young ballplayer, a sophomore at Gettysburg 
High School and member of the high school baseball 
and basketball teams, was a member of the Eagles team 
in the Rig Little League. 
An all around player, he pitched and played third 
base during Monday night’s contest between the Eagles 
and the Elks teams. 
Ile came to hat in the last Inning of the game and 
was struck by the first pitched ball. 
Hushed To Hospital 
His father, assistant, manager of 
j the Eagles' team, said the youth 
isaw the ball coming and threw up 
hi* hand to ward it off The father 
j said he believed the ball struck hi* 
[eon 
a 
glancing 
blow. The youth 
walked a few feet from the plat* 
after being hit and then fell to the 
ground.

Then he urged that

joint communique, he 
said it expressed complete unity 
of view* on both party develop­ 
ments—which apparently included 
the Kremlin purge—and on inter­ 
national affairs 
Reds Take To Air 
A broadcast by Radio Prague 
stressed 
the 
communique’s 
call 
for an im mediate stop to testing 
and production of nuclear bombs. 
The broadcast made no reference 
to the U. N. Disarm am ent sub­ 
committee talks in London, where 
Russia and the Western powers 
are deadlocked. 
“ As long as we extend and de­

Bulganin and their hosts drove 
to Prague airfield, where a Soviet 
TU 104 jet plane had been waiting 
for two days to fly them away— 
presumably back to Russia.
